Tliis, aa M. Floquet very aptly remarked, 
is merely a manifesto of Noo-Ciusarisni 
whose adoption would mexn tho triuuiph 
of a temporary dictator. Thoi n is hope, 
however, for tho future of free inatitutions 
in France that Boulangcr's motion wiis 
lejocted. I3ut the evil day will bu merely 
deferred if the strife of ])i,)liti(,'al faction 
continues to bo sd bitter tliat no Govern- 
ment can count for any longtli of time on 
the support of a working majority. 
Btuilangoriam will have its uses if it opens 
the eyes of the contending factious to tho 
folly of trifling with the destinies of the 
Republic in the pursuit of the lowest 
forms of personal ambition. 



14LEGTED BY ACCLAMATION. 

Tlie Liberals were wise in their day and 
generation in not opposing the new Min- 
ister of Marine and Fisheries in Pictou. 
It has, however, been exceedingly amus- 
ing to read articles in the party press 
trying vainly t.'i explain away his election 
in udvaucu, on the ground that tho county 
is liopelessly Tory. No attempt has 
yet been umdu to explain when and why 
Pictou gut into this depraved condition. 
In the Grst election after Confederation 
Mr. Oarmichael was elected by a majority 
of 858 in a poll uf 3,664 voles. As Mr. 
Oarmichael waa a Grit and a Repealer, the 
county could not very well have boon 
hopelessly Toiy then. Tn 1872 tlie county 
had two members, and both Liberal-Con- 
servative candidates were elected. Mr 
McDon.'ild, now Chief .luatice of Nova 
.Scotia, had a majority of 20.'), and Mr. 
DouU's majority was 20(i. The total vote 
polled was 4,445. Tliere waa notlung 
hopeless in tliis majority. In 1874 tlie 
otlior party camo in again, Mr, Car- 
niichael, Liberal, liaving h majority of 55 
and Mr. Dawson, Liberal, a majority of 1. 
The total vote was about the same as in 
the previous contest. The county was 
apparently not hopelessly Tory at that 
date. In 1878 over 5,000 votes were 
polled, the Conservative majorities being 
ItlU and 248. Tho county was still cluae. 

on tlie appointment of the latter to the 
bench. Mr. McDougald, the Liberal- 
Conservative candidate, was elected by a 
majority of 208. In the next year tiie 
preaent Minister of Marine and Fiaheries 
made his appearance. The' contest was 
Again olyae, and Mr, T^pper'a ma- 
jority over Mr. Carmichael was ^84 in a 
poU of over 5,000 votes. It will readily 
be aeen that up to six years ago the coun- 
ty was uncertJiin. An uncompromising 
o])ponent of Sir .John Macdonald sat for 
l*ictou during ten yeara of tlie fifteen 
from 1807 to 1882. It is true that in the 
last contest tlie Opposition in Pictou was 
oonaidorably demoralized. The party did 
nob put a full ticket in the field, and thus 
. the LiberaLConaervativea won their iiret 
easy viototy in the constituency. If tlie 
condition of 1887 continues there must bo 
aome reason for the fact. The National 
Policy cannot be so bad a thing after all, 
if tlio people like it bettor the more tliey 
get accustomed to it. And then the 
"great give-away," "the base siurender 
of our fishing rights," it is curious liow 
thu electors of onu of the great JJaritimo 
Pr(;vince couiitiua did not rise up in open 
rebellion, at tlio nod of the patriotic Grit, 
And politically annihilate him who has suc- 
ceeded to the portfolio perliaps moat re. 
sponaible for it. There could be ho better 
testimony to tlio fairness of that treaty, 
to the protection of Canada's best iriter- 
«!ata, than in the "walk-over" jyhich the 
iloM. Mr. Tupper has just enjoyed in I'ic- 
tou. A yf)ung niiiii, in tho prime of life, 
wilji grand poaaibilit ios before him, liix 
coui'.Mti will be loljowod eagerly by his 
parly friends, who v.yen now .see in liiiii 
tile germs of iinuli an able and vigorcjim 
manhood as niade of Ills father, "the v.'iir 
' horiie of Cuinborhuid," one of the really 
j^reatest of our Statesmen.

Col. IngeraoU luu made a reply 
Mr. Gladstone, which appears in the June 
number ot the North Americait lievie.v 
Advance sheets have been furnished th 
press. This reply opens with a cour- 
teous allusion to the great English states 
man: 

1 gladly acknowledge the inestiniabh 
services that you have rendered, not only 
to England, but to mankind. Most mon 
are chilled and narrowed by the snows of 
age; their thoughts are darkened liy tli 
approach of night. But you, for many 
years, have liastoued toward the light, 
and your mind Ims buuii "an autumn that

In the argument that follows Mr. Inger

It is easy to ask such a ijuostion, and in 
asking it Col. liigorsoll will have the syiu 
pathy and support of the loose, lawless 
and immoral eleiiionts of society. But tlie 
thinking world has had of late abundant 
opportunity to study, side by side, the re 
suits of two systems. Several sUites of the 
Union have legislated in the direc- 
tion of IngeraoU's teaching and 
havf> provided for easy dissolution 
of tho marriage tie. It is needless to say 
that the fruits of thi? legislation do not 
commend themselves to those who have 
any regard for social order, tho safety of 
tlie stiite or the welfare of the race. In 
another part of his reply Ingersoll tells us 
that the doctrine of iinmortality was 
taught by tlieCirueks, Hindoos, Egyptiuiis 
and Ilomans before tho birth of Christ 
No one will deny the statement. It seems 
an uiidbul^bed Jfaot that » belief in immor- 
f^ility has run through all nationalities of 
men, ancient and modern, civilized or 
savat,e. But whflt does this prove ? Cer- 
tainly it does not disprove ];he doctruio of 
immortality us sot fprth in the Bible. 
We see in the creatures of a lower order 
tli/tji man an inalinct which is unerring, by 
whichtli«fish, siwwnedinthe upper waters 
of some stream, is guided to the sea for 
its fuller development,, wit;)ie water fowl, 
born fu northern latifudes, is directed to 
the soutli on the approach of winter. 
These instincts do nut mislead or disap- 
point the fish und the bird. Thoy lind 
the new, necessary and more favorable 
conditions tliey seek. Cm\ it be then that 
thu inatinut of birds and lishos is true und 
unerring, while tho larger and more 
glorious hope of immortality implauleil in 
the uiiiids of the human race is a lie ! 
Mr. I riguiaoll ciJiicludes his reply with an 
eio.4>;ent eulogy of acieiice, yet lie ia not a 
greater acientist than (I'ladHtone, nor iia.'i 
he a liigher appreciatio/i of science, truly 
AK> called, than the gr^ J^^^glishmun. 
]3ufc..that anience alone cannot. find out 
God ' is # fact upon which the 
Scripture and aci^npe nto agreed. All 
that is best in acienoo flourishes befit when 
the Christian religion is believed and 
practiaed. Greater, wiser and more use- 
ful men than Ingersoll believe in G'od, 
tlie Hilile and immortality and are better 
and unity, liclpful for it. Even the uii- 
believaig luyuriwl.l paya liis unwilling 
tribute to the Christian GJiidatone, "for 
inestimable services rendered not only to 
%g;la!id but to mankind, " What greater 
iiiah'wiU pay like tribute to IngorsoU, or 
tell that he "littsl^iis toward tho light," 
while his mind is "an autumn .t))at grows 
the more by reaping V" No ono. \Ve be- 
lieve tho common judgment of intelligent 
living nieii, and tlm yordict of history in 
the years to come, will sustain tlio estimate 
made of the Oliriatian statosiuan. Ifut his 
faith and hfs reyorunce are an eaaeutial 
part of the man and his greatness. We 
cannot coucoivo such a thing as an un- 
believing OladitoUB, Nor can we imagine 
an Ingersoll of whom tho general judg- 
ment of the world will be that ho has 
conferred inestimable bleaaings upon his 
ouuutty and uuuikiud.

For these purposes llie now hoai)ital 
building has been fashioned; planned af- 
ter the most approved uiodorii system of 
heating, lighting and ventilating, it will 
boa credit and ornament to tho province; 
will possess a resident surgeon and, it 
is believed, will be under tho good mau- 
agemont, khid and gontlo care of Protes- 
tant Sisters, educated and skilled in the 
art of nursing, and the subjects relating 
thereto. Their sympathy will do nun e to 
relievo montal sudbring than the nieclian- 
ical words and weekly drilled visits of 
parsons. 

This iiLstitutiou is to have suites of 
roonm for the accommodation of paying 
patiunta, from whom of course somu 
revenue is expected. 

These Sisters will take pupils ov assist- 
ants for the purpose as well of help as 
instruction, so that after a few years lliu 
country will possess a nuiaberof uduciitea 
and skilled nurses. This will bu advan- 
t-ageoua iis well to tho sick aa the uuisua, 
for nuraiug is a iiioat noble calling and u :ll 
afl'ord a very luuunablo livolihood'to luaiiy. 
It is also believed that liyc-aiul-bye a 
medical college wUI be csiablisliud in con- 
nection with tho hoapilal, to jilford a 
means of edmiating stiuIuiUs priifit.sai(]n- 
ally. Of course Hiicb an iiist it,iil icwl will 
ru(iuiru luijfuasors of various sciences, 
wlio.se classes would bo open to all upon 
payuicut of tho annual fees — n gieat do- 
aidoiatuui. 

(-)ne college having been called uito be- 
ing, others will soon follow, so that in 
proce.'ia of tiniu Victoria would become the 
.■ifitt oj iiihiciitiun and ImniiiKj In ami fur 
ilie pruiiiice. Such, 1 think, arc the pro- 
greaaivu viuws enturt.'iinud by the pro- 
nioturs of tlie .J iibilee Inispit.'il,' who slioulil 
be encouraged as much as piissililu and 
praised for their work. The incut iug on 
Saturday night emphatically proelaiiucd 
thu satisfaction of thu people of Victoria 
with the committee, because only about a 
hundred malcontents afisembled togutliei 
It will be seen now that the (piesticiu i 
not so .small a one as 111 lie settled by ai 
"accident," ease of illness or "liacteriii" 
but must be taken on its broad merits. If 
Victoria does not wiali to bucoiuo the edu- 
cational and learned centre, other places 
may and indeed do.

The faalilort of braiding the liair is not 
very henetlcial for tlie hair nor the iiealtli 
of tlie child. Aiany Httlo girl.s have had 
chronic Va'adiiclies wliich were rellovcd ai 
soon as the hair was left, to flow loose, 
wlilch la the natural muaucr. 

Those nuitliefc wlio wish their little 
girls to liaveii lliick, healthy growth ol 
hair, wh! oil ■will not fall when lliey be- 
come women, should follow tlie.se few 
hints, and they will llnd their fondest 
wishes gratilk'd. First, each child should 
Wet its iiair thoroughly wMlli cold water at 
the roots every morning, and then comb 
it out suiuotlily, after wliich it should be 
brushed imtll dry or until tlie .scalp is 
Warm. 

Kvery child should liave its own brush 
and comb, anil never under any circum- 
stances use those of another. Alore cases 
of scalp (li.sease and duudrufi have been 
developed by the habit of all using the 
same comb and brush than can be count- 
ed. If the hair i.s wet, combed and 
bru.slied regularly, it will runiain soft and 
glossy, it iii'eds no washing all over, ex 
cept perhaps once a month in summer 
No soap or alcohol or alkali of any kind 
should ever be u.sod, as they all destroy thi' 
oily socretions which nourtih the liaii. 
Brushing and the use of a good Hue conil 
will keep the scalp clean and free from 
dandruir. 

Some anthorltie.'s claim that n llttU 
girl's hair sliiiulii be kept short until tin 
uy.u of lo. hut I have seen more girls with 
line lie.'uls of hair whu have never U{id it 
cut, than girls who have worn their'a shin- 
Kled all their lives, with thick, handsome 
hair. 

In many countries the ends of the hair 
are .singled with a candle, and there it la 
i luinied that cutting the liair allows the 
iii:,'iiR'nt and other niiil.sture to escape 
ilinnitjh thu hollow hairs, aud that singe 
iiiLC only shrivels the hair and keeps tiie 
liiKinent in. [ can only say that those 
people who use that plan are not so bald 
as nations as we are. ' think cleanliness, 
good In-ushiug and no fiJAalis are the best 
means of keeping the liriii- perfect, and, il 
it is desirable, the ends could be kept even 
liy scorch liiL', and the hair should not be 
llL;htly iiraldeil at any time.

rilK LATIO DROWNING ACCIDENT. 

Full particulars Concerulne the Sad Incident. 

Mr. R. Gibson, who was the late Wal- 
ter Blaekett's companion at the time of 
the recc'ut .sad drowning accident, arrived 
from ^aniauio yesterday afternoon. To 
a repii'senial ivo of Tiik Coi.o.M.sr he gave 
the following account of the incident: 

e liad been in the habit of going out 
to meet tho steamer Duusinuir on her 
down tri]), as she had usually a largo 
ipiaiitily of freight 011 board for us. On 
Kridiiy morning Mr. Blackott and myself 
got up at six o'clock and walked down to 
the beach, a distance of iduiut one mile, 
and took a small dory, which we usud as a 
nie.aiis of going oiit to our largo boat, 
which Was one of the sea boats of the late 
'llarnaid (Jastle,' which we kept anchored 
out in dee|> water. When the Dunsmuir 
hove ill sight wo went out to her, but 
owing to the high wind and rough sea, we 
Were unable to t.ike on our cargo. T'he 
steamer took the boat in tow and towed 
us down ii(!;ir .lack Hart's point into 
c.-ihiier w.-iter. We then took <n our 
frieniit, which consisted of iron and sup- 
plies for camp, in all about three or four 
Ions. ( 111 our trip up to camp we lost our 
siiiah boat, which wo were towing, and it 
W as mipo.ssiblu for us to make shore owing 
to tlie licivy surf, SO wo stood out from 
shore 01, oui- way to Comox. Mr. 
Ijjacki't ■ , who w.-i.s steering, told ine 
if "I' could nial4' the ontaide 
of "I'entley " Point (wnich is the worst 
piece of water on the coast) we would be 
safe. .) list opposite the iioint, about one 
and a half miles from shore, Mi, Blackett 
told 1110 to look out, that she was going 
down and to bo sure and catch an oar. 
I went fill ward and let go the jib halyard, 
which ua-'i the only sail we had set, but 
before 1 giU back aft she began to till; we 
tried to right her by sitting on the wind- 
ward side, but she would nut come up and 
sank from under us. When we found 
her going we jumped clear of her, Mr. 
Blackott to leeward and 1 to windward. 
.As Soon as we struck the water Mr. 
Blackett, who was waiting for me, told 
me to 1,1- sure and catch an oar, as he had 
olio hini.self. The lirst thing that 1 saw 
tlo/itiiig was a box of soda biscuits, which 
I caught hohl of, but Mr. Bhiekett made 
nie let go of it as he said it would not bo 
suflicient to keep mo up, and pointed to 
ioi oar which was floating ahead of me 
and told me to catch hold of tliat and 
hold on tight, which 1 did. We then 
started for shore, |)artly floating and 
partly swiuiiniiig, keeping close together. 
When I w oidd ask him how he was getting 
on, he Would answer all right, and 
for me to hold on to my oar. 1 passed 
him about half way ashore and think he 
must have stopped to take off his gum 
boots. Wo had all our coals on including 
oileil coats. .Inst before I touched tho 
bottom 1 lo ilif,! back to see if ho was 
near me and he wa.s just about an oar 
and a half's length behind me, well out of 
the wjiter. 1 .-isked hini how he was, 
when he called back that ho was afraid 
the oar would iiot bo able to take him 
ashore, and said "God bless you, Bob, do
